Brings New Agricultural Project To This District 


PORTERVILLE, Aug. 15 — A new agricultural project — the pro- 
duction of trees for sale to retail nurserymen — has been brought to 
the Porterville area by the L. E. Cooke company with a |5-acre plant- 
ing onthe Ted Cornell property north of highway !90 and southwest 
of Porterville, where some 150,000 individual trees are under cultiva- 


tion. 

Included in the planting are 
about 77 varieties of fruit trees, 
40 shade trees, 15 flowering trees 
and six flowering shrubs. 

Set out early this year, about 
10 per cent of the tree crop will 
be ready to market at the end of 
this year, however, 90 per cent 
will not be ready to go until the 
end of next year. 

L. E. Cooke, owner of the Cooke 
company, says that he is pleased 
with the growth that the trees 
are making; that generally the 
crop is ahead of trees grown in 
southern California where . the 
company has operated until ‘this 
year. 

He is also pleased with the co- 
operation that he has received 
from the office of the Tulare coun- 
ty farm advisor and the agricul- 
tural commissioner, Mr. Cooke 
states. 

Production of trees represeits 
a highly concentrated form of 
farming from several standpoints. 


Acreage involved in relation to 
number of trees produced; almost 
constant work on pest control,. ir- 
rigation, cultivation, pruning, fer- 
tilizing, budding and other opera- 
tions; a two-year period to pro-

HARLAN HAWKINS, ROTARY-SPONSORED 
STUDENT, SAYS BRITISH ARE FRIENDLY 
PEOPLE ONCE YOU GET TO KNOW THEM 


PORTERVILLE, Aug. 15 — Af- 
ter you get to know them, the 
British are a very friendly people, 
Harlan Hawkins told Members of 
the Porterville Rotary club at the 
Tuesday noon meeting at Gang 
Sue’s. 


Hawkins, a resident of Terra 
Bella and a former Porterville col- 
lege student, recently returned af- 
ter spending a year at the univer- 
sity in Leicester, England under 
sponsorship of the Porterville Ro- 
tary club. 


“T liked most English people’’, 
Hawkins said. “They are not 
standoffish; they just mind their 
own business. After you break the 
ice and get to know them they are 
very friendly.”’ 

During Christmas vacation last 
year, Hawkins was a guest in the 
homes of students. He said that 
he felt genuinely welcome wher- 
ever he went; that he was accord- 
ed: the British custom of having a 
hot water bottle to warm his bed, 
and, as a guest in a home, he was 
served tea and cookies in bed be- 
fore getting up in the morning. 

In commenting generally on the 
attitude of the British, Hawkins 
said that the people seem to fall 
into one of three categories: Those 
who think. of England as still a 
major world power and a nation 
that con do no wrong; those who 
that can do no wrong; those ‘who 


those who recognize England as a 
diminishing power in world poli- 
tics and economy, but still a fac- 
tor. 4 


He said the British people take 
more interest in world affairs than 
do Americans; English newspa- 
pers devote more space than do 
American papers to news and fea- 
ture stories of other countries; 
students often travel in Europe 
during the school vacation periods. 


Hawkins said that. for the most 
part, British newspapers are ex- 
tremely partisan and that their 
opinions are carried into the. news 
columns; he said there is more 
open discussion of communism in 
England than in America, that 
people read the communist Daily 
Worker in public, but that most 
of the British laugh at the com- 
munists. 


Academic standards are very 
high in British schools, Hawkins 
said. Students are given great 
freedom, with fewer hours in lec- 
ture courses and more hours spent 
in research than is common in 
American schools, and study is 
concentrated in a single field. He 
said that after three years of uni- 
versity work, students are tested, 
with results of the test determin- 
ing the type of degree they get. 

He said that dhly a few tests 
are given during the time that

British schools have their prob- 
lems of discipline just as Ameri- 
can schools; British students are 
‘just as bad or as good as American 
‘students, Hawkins said. 

A warped impression of America 
is general in Great Britain, Haw-

j see only the exaggerated side of

The average Englishman makes 
about $28 per week, farm work- 
ers get about $21 per week, Haw- 
kins said. Although this goes fur- 
ther than in America, it still 
leaves a man with little to spend 
after his family is taken care of. 

Taxes are very high, Hawkins 
said; 50 per cent on a car, 100 
per cent on such things as photo- 
graphic equipment. Food and 
clothing are comparatively cheap, 
manufactured goods comparatively 
high. 

The people get virtually free 
medical and dental care through 
the national health program and 
the ‘‘welfare state’ is now pretty 
well accepted in England, Haw- 
kins said. 


Tremendous interest is shown in | 


professional sports, since govern- 
ment operated pools make it pos- 
sible to win as much as $75,000 
per week on sporting events, Haw- 
kins said. However, in amateur 
competition, such as University 
sports, everyone plays for the fun 
of it, there is no pressure to win, 
players pay most of their own ex- 
penses, and it is customary for the 
home team to entertain the visit- 
ing team at tea following a game. 


Hawkins, who plans to com- 


plete his education and go into the

This 
change might be stopped through 
creation of a Wilderness area; and 
we understand the Wilderness 
area idea will be presented to di- 
rectors of the Southern Tulare 
County Sportsmen’s association in 
the near future ... Much as we 
hate to see the back country 
change, we feel that before any 
group jumps for this plan, a thor- 
ough study should be made con- 
cerning legalities involved in ad- 
ministration of a Wilderness area, 
for a basic problem evolves around 
economic benefits, or losses, that 
are brought on by any one of the 
various plans for administration 
of federal lands. . From our 
standpoint, the ideal plan would 
be one that allows the “‘harvest- 
ing”’ of the natural resources in the 
back country, but that does not 
open the country to anything 
more than trail travel...

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Rabbit season opens statewide 


along with the dove season in 
California this year on September 
1. This includes all species, the 
brush, cottontail, snowshoe and 
pigmy with a bag and possession 
limit of five in the aggregate of 
all species. 

For some reason the rabbit is 
not a very popular game animal 
in this state, although on a na- 
tional level it is the most sought 
after furred or feathered game- 
ster. 

In California last year, an esti- 
356,000 cottontail and 
brush rabbits were taken whereas 
908,000 jackrabbits were account- 
ed for. There is no closed season 
or bag limit on the jack. 

Fish and game field men 
throughout the San Joaquin valley 
report an abundance of cottontail 
so maybe the nimrod should take 
a second look at the rabbit. 

It doesn’t look like central Cali- 
fornia hunters will be able to take 
advantage of the four waterfowl 
management areas for dove or rab- 
bit hunting this year although it 
may be possible to arrange for 
next season. One of the. main 
purposes of the duck areas of 
course is to provide feeding and 
resting places for the waterfowl 
and to prevent agricultural crop 
damage. The question is, how 
many ducks are present here in 
the valley now and what is the 
status of the crops? 

More and more land is being 
taken out of circulation to the 
hunter including a fast growing 
trend to enact county ordinances 
restricting or prohibiting the use 
of guns in an ever increasing 
area. Under the circumstances, 
the hunters need all the space that 
can be made available. 

Our new regional fish and game 
manager, Larry Cloyd, has prom- 
ised to look into the possibility of 
using the various waterfowl man- 
agement areas for doves and cot- 
tontail next season. 

Late last week we traveled to 
Tracy with the local fisheries

Administration

VISALIA, Allg. 15 — Farmers 
in Tulare and Kern counties bor- 
rowed $399,020 from the Farmers 
Home administration, United 
States department of agriculture, 
for operating and real estate loans 
during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1957. 

John D. Webster, the agency’s 
county supervisor reports that 65 
loans of all.types were closed dur- 
ing the year. Repayments on loans 
outstanding during the year total- 
ed $361,653.46. . 

Funds have been appropriated 
by Congress to continue all the 
loan services for the coming year. 
In addition, the agency will con- ° 
tinue to make realestate loans 
with funds provided by private 
lenders and insured by the Gov- 
ernment.

pared to general farming in this 
area. , 
Land is also a considerable fac- 
tor in tree farming: Only light 
soil is suitable, séil of the “river 


bottom” type; a tree crop has to; 


go into completely ‘‘clean’’ soil 
and cannot follow cotton or al- 
falfa unless the land is kept out 
of production for a year and is 
then treated.to kill soil diseases; 
after a crop is produced on a 
given plot, that plot is laid out for 
a year before replanting. And, of 
course, adequate water must be 
available. 

Since Mr. Cooke is not interest- 
ed in general farming, he is leas- 
ing land in this area, and in order 
to keep his program going, must 
plan ahead for at least a couple of 
years to assure proper soil. 


Two men are employed on the 
15-acre farm on a year-around 
basis; for budding, tying, staking, 
pruning, up to 12 men are em- 
ployed. Ranch foreman is Jesus 
Rodriquez, who is a veteran nurs- 
eryman; doing the budding is 
Walt Logan, who has had 27 years 
of experience in this work and 
who recently opened the Logan 
Brothers nursery on West Olive. 
Mr. Logan buds some 3,000 trees 
per day. 

Even the production of special 
equipment was necessary for the 
tree farm, Hastings Equipment 
company in. Porterville cutting 
down, an International Harvevster 
Cub tractor to fit the tree rows. 

In the past Mr. Cooke has pur- 
chased his tree seedlings, since the 
production of seedlings is in itself 
a specialized operation. However, 
next spring, Mr. Cooke plans to 
set up his own seed beds in which 
he expects to produce about two- 
thirds of the seedlings necessary 
for his future plantings. 

Mr. Cooke plans to put out an- 
other 15-acre plot next February 
here in the Porterville area. He 
says that with the smog problem 
in southern California augmented 
by the pressure of real estate de- 
velopments, it is a pleasure to 
farm in Tulare county. 

The Cooke company, that has 
had its major base of operation at 
San Gabriel and Escondido, com- 
bines selling and distribution with 
its tree production, covering the 
west coast, Arizona, Texas and 
New Mexico.
